College students' blues: money

Back to school can bring budget blues to college stu­ 
dents and their fam ilies these days, with costs soaring to 
record levels. But a number of government programs are 
available to ease the bite 
The College Entrance Exam ination Board says that the 
average student at a four-year college, living on campus, 
will have to spend $4.568 this year. That’s 6 per cent more 
than it cost last year and 54 per cent more than it cost in 
1970. 
Both the Republicans and the Dem ocrats in this elec­ 
tion year have urged increased federal support of higher 
education. 
President Ford says his policy is guided by two basic 
principles: “ First, no student should be denied access to a 
postsecondary education because of financial barriers. ... 
Second, in most cases, aid should be provided to individ­ 
uals rather than to institutions.” 
The Dem ocratic platform calls for “ a coordinated and 
reliable system of grants, loans and work study.’’ It also 
says the federal governmen should directly provide cost- 
of-education payments to all higher education institutions 
... to help cover per-student costs, which far exceed those 
covered by tuition and fees.” 
The U S. Office of Education supports five programs of 
student assistance: basic educational opportunity grants, 
supplemental educational opportunity grants, college 
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work-study, national direct student loans and guaranteed 
student loans. 
The grant programs provide outright gifts; the loans 
must be repaid 
The amount of money available to an individual 
generally is determined on the basis of financial need and 
academic eligibility. Information on the programs is 
usually available through a school financial aid officer. 
In order to qualify for a basic grant, a student must be 
attending an approved institution: a four-year college, a 
community or junior college, a vocational school, a 
technical institute or a hospital school of nursing The stu­ 
dent must be enrolled on at least a half-time basis in a 
program of study which lasts for six months or longer. 
You can file an application to find out whether you are 
eligible for a basic grant as jsoon as you are accepted for 
enrollment; the sooner the better Once you are notified 
of your eligibility, you must submit the notice to your 
school, which will determine the amount of the award 
Applications to determine eligibility are available by 
writing P.O. Box 84, Washington, D C. 20004 
The supplemental grants are for students of exceptlonal 
financial need who would not be able to finish their educa­ 
tion without the extra money. The program is limited to 
undergraduates; graduate students are not eligible The 
grants range from $200 to $1.500 a year, with a maximum 
of $4.000 over four years and $5.000 over five years 
The national direct student loan program enables stu- 
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dents to borrow up to $2.500 if they are enrolled in a 
vocational program or have finished less than two years 
of a program leading to a bachelor’s degree. Students who 
have completed two years toward a bachelor’s degree can 
borrow up to $5,000 and graduate students can apply for 
up to $10.000 Repayment begins nine months after you 
leave school and you can stretch the payments over a 10- 
year period. There is a 3 per cent interest charge on the 
unpaid balance during the repayment period; you pay no 
interest for the period you are in school. 


The guaranteed loan program enables the student to 
borrow directly from a bank, credit union, etc. who is 
willing to make an educational loan It is guaranteed by a 
state or private nonprofit agency or insured by the federal 
government The maximum you can borrow each year is 
$2,500. or $7.500 for undergraduate or vocational study. 
The ceiling on interest is 7 per cent. 


The work-study program provides jobs for students who 
have great financial need and must earn part of their ex­ 
penses To qualify, a student must be enrolled at least 
half time as a graduate, undergraduate or vocational stu­ 
dent at an approved, postsecondary institution 


The school arranges jobs on or off campus with a public 
or private nonprofit agency. Students may work up to 40 
hours a week depending on financial need, class schedule 
and health and academ ic progress The salary is general­ 
ly at least equal to the minimum wage

Death of officer 
faces highjackers 


NEW YORK ( AP> - The Manhat­ 
tan district attorney moved formally 
today to 
bring murder charges 
against 
five Croatian nationalists 
whose bomb killed a polite officer on 
the ground here while they were 
hijacking a passenger plane across 
the Atlantic.

The accused hijackers, who ap­ 
parently carried out their 30-hour 
capture of a Trans World Airlines 727 
je tlin e r without a ctu ally being 
armed, were brought to the federal 
courthouse in Brooklyn by the FBI 
this morning 
As they awaited arraignment on 
federal air piracy charges, an assis­

Morgenthau s office filed a com ­ 
plaint with the U.S. marshal asking 
that the prisoners be turned over to

The hijackers, who demanded and 
won wide publicity for thetr cause of 
C r o a t i a n 
s e p a r a t i o n 
f r o m 
Yugoslavia, surrendered in Paris on 
Sunday and were returned to New 
York They had taken over the plant* 
by threatening to blow it up with 
what they said were “explosives 
wired to their bodies but which 
turned out to be modeling clay 
The prisoners, four men and a 
woman, were taken into custody by 
the FB I at Kennedy Airport and held 
overnight for arraignment today in 


U.S. District Court in Brooklyn on 
air piracy charges. 
The offense carries a minimum 20- 
year prison sentence, but if a death 
results from the piracy, life im­ 
prisonment can be imposed 
Paris police said that just before 
they gave up. the hijackers learned 
that a policeman was killed and 
three others injured in New York 
City while trying to dismantle a 
bomb they had planted in Grand 
Central Station in mid-Manhattan 
The leader of the hijackers said 
they were “ proud 
of what they had 
done 
French authorities said they had 
told the hijackers they would be ex­ 
ecuted if any p assen gers w ere 
harmed They said they gave them a 
choice of being sent either to the 
United States or Yugoslavia 
All 53 passengers still held hostage 
on the hijacked plane were released 
unharmed, and most of them also 
flew back to the United States on 
Sunday

Babysitter 
arrested in 
child's death 


A 17-year-old Ontario youth was 
booked in juvenile hall this morning 
after a sm all boy he was babysitting 
was found dead of apparent multiple 
injuries. 
The youth was booked in the 
juvenile hall in San Bernardino on 
murder charges pending the out­ 
com e of an autopsy on the 3-year-old 
victim. Anthony Padilla, son of Mrs 
Mary Arlene P adilla of 1116 S. 
Greenwood, Ave 
Ontario. 
According to police reports, of­ 
ficers called to the Padilla home 
about 9 p m 
Sunday, found the 
child s body lying on the living room 
floor. 
P aram edics also called to the 
home reported that they were unable 
to revive the infant. 
Officers said the child appeared to 
have numerous bruises, m arks and 
broken bones 
D etectives interviewing the moth­ 
er learned that she had gone to a 
drive-in theater with her brother and 
his wife earlier in the evening and 
left the child in the charge of the 17- 
year-old youth. 
Mrs. Padilla said while at the show 
she was called by the youth's brother 
to return hom e b ecau se of an 
em ergency.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A sUte 
legislator says he is confident Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. will soon 
declare state disaster areas in two 
Southern C alisornia counties 
devasted by a killer tropical storm. 
Assenblyman Thomas Suitt, D- 
lndian Weils, said Sunday he had no 
doubt that Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. today or Tuesday will declare 
Imperial and Riverside counties 
state disaster areas. The declaration 
would make the counties eligible for 
state aid. 
“ Considering the damage to 
homes, businesses and agriculture. I 
think we re looking at $90 to $100 
million damage,” said Suitt 
“ The Governor said he was 
waiting to get information on the ex­ 
tent of damage before declaring a 
disaster. I don't have any question as 
to whether or not he 11 sign it. 
Suitt and officials in both counties 
said they will urge President Ford to 
declare the counties federal disaster 
areas, once the state has done so. 
making available federal aid and 
low-mterest loans. 
At least five persons were killed

Marines and Army troops worked 
Sunday with civilan volunteers clear­ 
ing debris in Ocotillo and guarding 
against looting, Suitt said. 
About 50 Octoillo residents left 
homeless by the flood were being 
given temporary shelter in the 
town’s volunteer fire department 
and a community meeting hall. 


Rudy Medina, Imperial County fire 
chief and chief of emergency ser­ 
vices, said one-half to one-third of 
Ocotillo was wiped out by a wave of 
mud and water eight to 10 feet high 
He said county workers measured 
water marks 30 feet high near the 
Imperial County-San Diego County 
boundary, supporting earlier claims 
that a 35-foot-high wall of water 
smashed through the area. 
“ At least one-third of the town is 
totally wiped out. 
said Medina. 
“ Even the foundations to houses are 
gone.” 


He said some houses in Ocotilla 
had mud and silt reaching to the ceil­ 
ings, and estimated that 100,000 
acres of farmland was buried in 
mud. 
Most major roads leading into the 
stricken areas were closed, and 
deputies had set up blockades to keep 
out hundreds of eurieus motorists.

Increased violence in state prisons 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The pop^ 
ulation is rising again in California s 
prisons, and corrections director 
Jerry Enomoto says increased 
violence may not be very far behind 
California s prisons were built for 
about 24.000 inmates. 
But in 
February, 1969 — during a peak of 
the state’s worst period of prison 
violence — the population hit a peak 
of 28,600 
The current prison population is 
about 20,600, compared with 19,700 in 
March — the lowest since 1972 From 
that low, the population rose again to 
about 24,200 in early 1975. but de­ 
clined during the rest of the year 
when parole dates were given to in­ 


mates who had been kept inside dur­ 
ing the “get-tough” policies of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
In a report published Sunday, Vida 
Ryan, a statistician in the state 
D e p a rtm e n t of C orrections, 
projected a population of 21.820 by 
June 30. 1977, 23,065 a year later 
Unused facilities are to be re­ 
opened. but the higher population 
still means “ double-celling, 
or 
placing two prisoners in the same 
cell. 
“ Double-celling” is cited as one 
cause of the violence in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s 
Said Enomoto, an appointee of 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr.: “The pen­ 


dulum is swinging. 1 have a gut feel­ 
ing that we’re going to have more 
problems, more violence 
Many of the units to be reopened 
are marginal. Enomoto doesn t want 
to reopen the infamous "B Wing at 
San Quentin, a five-tier structure for 
abour M0 prisoners that was a dis­ 
ciplinary lockup until last year. 
Whether or not new facilities will 
be built depends on the state 
legislature. Helen Atkinson, public 
information officer for the depart­ 
ment, said it is unlikely the 
legislature would vote money for 
new prisons in the near future, 
although $92,000 was allocated last 
session to study the possibility.

Ford stays in Washington 
Partor ramnainns with Wallace 
side

Alabama today with Gov. George 
Wallace, a former political rival, at 
his-side and told a group of small 
businessmen they are “the forgotten 
Americans” of the Republican ad­ 
ministration. 
Wallace said he was “very proud” 
to have the Georgian, with whom he 
had*vied in the election primaries, in 
Alabama. 
As Carter began the second week 
of his campaign with a tour of some

He is to 
make his first campaign foray on 
Wednesday 
Carter told the small business 
gathering In Birmingham that the 
Republican administration had 
bogged down hopelessly in red tape 
that complicated life for small 
businessnen. He promised that he 
would improve government small 
business aid programs if elected. 
En route to Birminghaam from his 
home in Plains. Ga., Carter also 
^signed a statement accepting the en 
dorsement of the Liberal Party of 
New York The endorsement, voted 
by the party in a convention Satur­ 


day, means that Carter is assured 
both the Democratic and Liberal 
slots on the New York ballot. 
Meanwhile, Ford will be in the 
public eye today with bill-signing 
ceremonies.

Farmers hawe suffered from the 
drought for so^ne time, and the Mis- 


sissippi River has reached record 
lows in Minneapolis, threatening 
barge traffic and prompting an ap­ 
peal from city officials for cuts in 
lawn-sprinkling and carwashmg 
State Agriculture Commissioner 
Jon Wefald estimates the drought 
has cost farmers nearly half of their 
potential $3 2 billion crop yield this 
year. 
Rainfall the past five months has 
been about two-thirds of normal, but 
hot weather and gusty winds have 
compounded farmers’ problems. 
Moisture in Minneapolis for the year 
totals 14 16 inches, or 6 27 inches be­ 
low normal. 
Herbst said he is considering 
further closures to sportsmen, in 
eluding duck and geese hunting and 
archery deer hunting A cancellation 
would cost the state economy 
millions of dollars.

Teachers' 
pay high 
in state 


SACRAM ENTO (A P) - 
C a lif o r n ia ’ s 
school 
teachers are the fifth- 
highest paid among the 50 
states, according to the 
National Education As­ 
sociation. 
But the figures, released 
Sunday by the California 
School Boards Association, 
said the ranking is actually 
third for practical pur­ 
poses because the cost of 
living is much higher in the 
top two states, Alaska and 
Hawaii. 
The figures also said 
California ranks 25th in 
spending per p u p il, 
however. 
The average California 
teacher salary was $15,200 
in 1975-76, the CSBA said. 
Of the remaining 48 states, 
only New York, at $15,950. 
and Michigan, at $15,540. 
were higher. 
In per-pupil spending, 
the CSBA said California s 
average of $1.324. including 
salaries, was far below the 
top figure. $2,179 in New 
York. 
A federal survey was 
quoted as showing that 
California increased its 
average per-pupil spending 
$306 in the last five years, 
compared to New York s 
$821. 
California once ranked 
near the top in state sup­ 
port, but has slipped 
recently, the group said. It 
added that local school 
finance measures suffered 
their highest failure rate 
ever this year. 
Joseph Brooks, CSBA 
executive secretary, said 
California is now relying 
e x ce ssive ly on lo cal 
property taxes to support 


He added, “ The dif­ 
ficulty at the ballot box 
puts on added pressure for 
overall reform of our 
method of financing public 
schools and the equalize 
t»on of school support and 
educational opportunity.”

Highs and lows 
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Forecasts 


through Congress.

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Congress is about to pass a 
tax bill that, w ill affect 
everyone who files a 
federal income tax return. 
It continues this year’s re- 
d u ctio n s 
for 
m ost 
Americans and offers new 
cuts for millions of others. 
The 
b ill continues 
through 1977 this year’s in­ 
d ividual tax cred its, 
providing a tax reduction 
of $35 for the taxpayer and 
each dependent, or 2 per 
cent of his first $9.000 of 
taxable income up to $180. 
The election-year tax 
measure makes an effort 
to provide something for 
just about everybody. For 
instance, about two m illion 
American fam ilies are ex­ 
pected to take advantage 
of just one provision of the 
b ill — one that would 
reduce taxes for working 
parents who hire baby­ 
sitters. 
While cuttmg taxes for 
most Americans, the bill 
also w ill lower federal 
revenues by about $17 9 
billion. The individual tax 
cuts w ill total about $15 
billion, and business tax 
cuts w ill reduce federal in­ 
come another $4 5 billion. 
This w ill be partly offset 
by $1 6 billion in tax in­ 
creases, levied mostly 
against the wealthiest 
Americans. 
Congress is expected to 
give final approval to the 
bill this week, and Prcsi 
! 
dent Ford is expected to 
sign it. 


In addition to the child 
care provisions, the assort­ 
ment of other changes 
4 would make it easier to 
claim alimony payments 
as a tax deduction; would 
expand tax benefits in job- 
related moves and would 
clear the way for tax- 
deterred pensions lor 
housewives 


H ere is how these 
benefits work: 


one child, or 20 per cent of 
the first $4.000 spent during 
the year for the care of two 
or more children. The 
maximum tax credit for 
one child would be $400; for 
two or more, the max­ 
imum credit would be $800 
It is available to those 
fa m ilie s where both 
parents work, or where the 
only parent works. 
The credit would be ex­ 
tended to those fam ilies us­ 
ing the standard deduction 
as well as those who 
itemize deductions. This is 
expected to double the 
number of fam ilies using 
child care tax advantages, 
from two m illion to four 
m illion 
The cre d it w ill be 
available to separated 
parents and to couples 
when one spouse works 
only part-time. Relatives 
may be hired for the child 
care if Social Security 
taxes are withheld from 
the babysitting paychecks 
The new credit may be 
calculated on all qualifying 
child care payments made 
in 1976, 
and it w ill 
elim inate the complex, 
separate form used to 
claim child care deduc­ 
tions under the old law 
The old law permitted a 
tax deduction from tax­ 
able Income of up to $4.800 
a year for expenses of hir­ 
ing someone to care for a 
child under 15 or a dis­ 
abled dependent or spouse 
while the parents work 
There are several condi­ 
tions in the old law: Both 
parents usually had to 
work full tim e, no deduc 
tion was permitted for pay­ 
ments to relatives; the de­ 
duction was reduced $1 for 
each $2 of annual income 
above $35,000 


Most im portantly, the 
old law required the ex­ 
pense be claimed as an 
itemized deduction on tax 
returns. The benefit has 
not been available to the 60 
per cent of Americans who 
use the standard deduc­ 
tion. 
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CHILD CARE 
On the tax return filed 
The b ill changes the 


deduction to a credit. 
Deductions are subtracted 
from income; credits are 
subtracted from taxes 
owed. 
There is another distinc­ 
tion. Up to incomes beyond 
$35.000 a year, where it 
rapidly diminishes, the old 
$4.800-a-year deduction 
was worth more to richer 
than to the poorer tax­ 
payers. The tax credit is 
calculated the same for 
every taxpayer, no matter 
how much or little he or 
she earns 
Here is how a fam ily of 
four would fare under the 
old law and under the new 
bill. The fam ily includes 
two children under 15. has 
an income of $15,000 a year 
with both parents working, 
has itemized deductions of 
$1,700. and takes the max­ 
imum $180 credit for indi­ 
viduals. 
OLD LAW - If the fam i­ 
ly claims the maximum 
child-care deduction of 
$4.800. the tax owed would 
be $725 
NEW LAW - The chikL 
care cost no longer would 
be a deduction and the 
fam ily would use the max­ 
imum standard deduction 
Without the child-care 
credit, this would mean a 
tax liability of $749 But the 
maximum credit of $800 
for two children would 
reduce the tax bill to zero, 
a savings from the old law 
of $725 The saving varies 
with income and child care 
expenses 
ALIMONY 
This is another expense 
that could not be deducted 
under the old law unless 
the taxpayer item ized 
deductions 
The new provision allows 
a taxpayer to deduct 
alimony expenses with or 
without itemizing 
The 
change would be effective 
next Jan. 1, meaning this 
provision cannot be used 
until the returns for 1977, 
filed in the spring of 1978 
MOVING EXPENSES 
Under certain circum­ 
stances the law has 
allowed a deduction from 
taxable income of some 
moving expenses if the 
move is required because 
of employment. 


The maximum deduct ion 


has been $2.500 for ex­ 
penses of house-hunting, 
selling the old home and 
temporary lodging — if the 
new place of work wg§ 50 
miles farther from the*fil<l 
residence than was the old 
place of work. 
In addition to these 
lim ited expenses, the tax­ 
payer may deduct fully-ell 
reasonable expensesjjor 
moving furniture and*4or 
lodging for himself an£$is 
fam ily while en route to 
the new home. 
The new law w ill raise 
the maximum deduction* to 
$3.000 and cut the 50-fThie 
rule to 35 miles 
The changes w ill beefgne 
effective for moves oa*or 
after next Jan. 1, ancQhe 
new provision w ill be used 
for 1977 returns.

Even if they saw relative­ 
ly little of you in the past 
because of your m arital 
difficulties, they are aware 
that they are a part of you. 
To deny this would be most 
disturbing and confusing to 
them. 
Your wife’s bitterness 
over the m arriage may 
make her think that her so­ 
lution would be better, but 
she s forgetting that most 
children have a persistent 
curiosity about their bio­ 
logical parents. They want 
to know about them be­ 
cause it is partly through 
them that they learn about 
and find themselves. Chil- 


dren are prepared to ac­ 
cept weaknesses in par­ 
ents if they feel there Is 
love, and they get much of 
.their self-esteem from 
their parents’ opinion of 
them 
It is very important that 
you reassure your chil­ 
dren that you still care for 
them and that you make 
this reassurance as real as 
possible by seeing them at 
definite times and main­ 
taining your ties 
D EA R DR. BR O T H ­ 
ERS: I ’m a college teach­ 
er and I ’m shocked by the 
cheating I witness when I 
give an exam. I know this 
goes on in other classes be­ 
cause my colleagues and I 
have discussed possible 
methods of controlling the 
problem. I ’d hate to resort 
to having proctors in ev­ 
ery aisle, but don’t see any 
other way wit. Have you 
anv suggestions*’ — T.T. 
Dear T.T.: I ’m sure it's 
no comfort to you and the 
other professors in your 
school, but the situation 
you describe is far from 
unique. Charles Tittle and 
Alan Rowe of Florida At­ 
lantic University conduct­ 
ed a study comparing the 
relative effectiveness of 
moral persuasion and 
threats of punishment as a 
deterrent to classroom 
cheating. 
The moral arguments 
got them nowhere. Threat­ 
ening a spot check and 
warning of exposure or 


punishment did reduce the 
cheating. The researchers 
point out, however, that 
while it bullied some stu­ 
dents into honesty, others 
seemed tempted to gam­ 
ble. Tittle and Rowe feel 
that if the probability of 
being caught and punished 
had been greater, more of 
the cheaters would have 
been deterred. Fear of 
sanction seems to be more 
influential than a moral ap­ 
peal in generating con­ 
form ity to the norm of 
classroom honesty. 
The researchers also dis­ 
covered that the lower the 
grades of a student, the 
more apt he or she was to 
cheat. Sixty-seven per cent 
of the students making a B 
or better grade stopped 
cheating when a spot check 
was threatened, by only 3f 
per cent of the Ds and Fs 
stopped Sixty-one per cent 
of the girls quit when they 
thought they m ight be 
caught and disciplined 
compared to only 33 per 
cent of the boys.

Bousing Finance Agency last year when it passed legisla­ 
tion backed by Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
But how successful that venture will be may depend on 
whether voters approve a $500 million bond issue on the 
November ballot.

The measure. Prop. 1, would authorise the HFA to sen 
up to $500 million in general obligation bonds for loans on 
low and moderate income housing. 
Backers see the HFA as a way to provide better housing 
for those who cannot qualify for or afford private loans.

* The HFA and the bond issue are the outgrowth of 
legislation first introduced by Democrats in 1974 at a time 
when the state’s housing industry was in the midst of a 
fairly serious recession. 
Supporters envisioned the HFA doing two things.^ 
providing the housing industry with a “shot in the arm 
as well as developing more low and moderate income 
housing.

Republican Gov. Ronald Reagan vetoed the 1974 legisla­ 
tion but it was reintroduced in 1975, fiassed and signed by 
Brown.

from a desire for a sab­ 
batical from the portrayals 
that have made him a 
leading m em ber of the 
Royal Shakespeare Com­ 
pany. 
He joined that notable 
organization in 1960, mov­ 
ing from supporting to 
feature to lead roles as the 
S h a k esp ea r ea n 
canon 
revolved through five-year 
cycles. 
Among his biggest suc­ 
cesses was Richard II — 
"which I was asked four 
tim es to do." The last 
time, following "a minor 
nervous breakdown" three 
y e a r s ago at a g e 39, 
Richardson said yes. 
The only role he would 
like to tackle again is 
Hamlet. He did the prince 


of Denmark for the Bir­ 
mingham Repertory at 26, 
"and the part sticks in my 
gullet.” 
Richardson’s wife is an 
avid book collector. When 
getting ready to enact 
Henry Higgins "I didn’t ac­ 
tually haifg to cross the 
threshhold of our large Ed­ 
wardian apartment" to 
am ply 
background 
the 
c h a r a c te r c r e a te d by 
George Bernard Shaw. 
Higgins is "85 per cent 
Shaw — or to be more cor­ 
rect — Shaw as he himself 
wanted to be seen. He 
created a persona for 
himself which was as alien 
to him as a performer s 
role in a play.” The rest of 
the character was based 
loosely on a phonetics 


professor whose work in­ 
t r i g u e d 
t he 
p e p p e r y 
dramatist. 
His theatrical instincts 
cam e to the fore at age 14 
when it was his turn to give 
th e 
A r m i s t i c e 
D a y 
declamation in church. 
‘‘The history m aster 
wrqrte a letter to my 
mother saying ‘we have 
made an error. Your son is 
not a musician, he’s an ac­ 
tor.’ 
"Her reaction must have 
been com plete horror, 
because she didn’t confess 
the letter and its advice for 
months.” 
The son recalls being 
sent off with an aunt to a 
series of drama matinees. 
At the first performance 
he chewed his school tie to 
bits. Then his father took 
him to s e e L a u r e n c e 
Olivier’s film of "Henry 
V.” 
"I was paralyzed in my 
seat and I knew this is 
what I must do.”

This he hopes will free him 
to give lectures and keep 
active in other pursuits 
which provide “the oxygen 
and hydrogen I require for 
survival.” 
There has been no deci­ 
sion about future local

“before that we will have 
to have a long, involved, 
com plex fam ily confer­ 
ence.” 
R i c h a r d s o n ’s 
w i f e , 
Maroussia Frank, has 
sidetracked her own stage 
career to be with him here 
The couple also has two 
sons, aged 15 and 13, for 
whom crucial education 
decisions must be made. 
“Jeremy, the older one, 
is going to be a scholar," 
Richardson predicts. "The 
younger, Miles, is going to 
be an actor. I can spot it. In 
him I see m yself at that 
same age. And it frightens 
m e.”

Sirica feels 
at ease now; 
tells story 
of his attack 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
John J . S ir ic a , the 
W a te rg a te 
ju d g e, 
remembers that it was 
only through a chance, 
last-minute invitation that 
a deputy U.S. marshal was 
on hand to save his life 
when Sirica was struck by 
a heart attack last Feb 5 
There is little else that 
Sirica recalls about that 
day seven months ago 
when he dropped to the 
floor while giving a speech 
to a law school alumni 
group. 
That’s a com plete 
blank in my mind, even 
now,” Sirica said of the 
hour leading up to the 
heart attack and the des­ 
perate, successful efforts 
to save his life. 
Sirica, 72. returned to 
work at the federal court 
house recently after an 
extended 
recovery at 
home. He is thinner now. 
his face almost gaunt, but 
his doctors applaud the 
weight drop from 170 to 150 
pounds. 
In the months after the 
attack. Sirica found it an 
exhausting task to walk 
from one room to another. 
Now, however, he has 
resumed a decades-old 
regimen of walking three 
to five miles daily. 
For a long time after the 
attack, Sinca was unable 
to talk of it without choking 
up “ I would really become 
emotionally upset. 
Sinca 
said during a rambling in­ 
terview in his office. 
B u t 
S ir ic a , 
an 
enthusiatic 
story-teller, 
now recalls without hesita­ 
tion the day he nearly lost 
his life. 
•i was feeling well. ' he 
said. “ I had no sign of any 
pain and 1 was in good 
spirits and ready for the 
talk” to the law school 
group. 
Sirica was leaving his of­ 
fice with a secretary and 
two law clerks for the 
speech when “ it dawned on 
me that I might invite 
Dutch." Dutch is the nick­ 
name of Deputy U.S. 
M a rs h a l 
W illia m 
DeliOdovico Jr., who. un­ 
known to Sirica, had re­ 
c e iv e d 
e x te n siv e 
specialized training in the 
emergency treatment of 
heart attack victims 
“ It was just by chance 
that DeLodovico was in­ 
vited, Sinca said. 
Sirica drove across town 
for the luncheon speech. 
There, while relating a 
joke Carl Sandburg used to 
tell about horses reluctant 
to pull hearses bearing 
dead lawyers, he suddenly 
pitched forward and began 
sliding from the lectum to 
the floor The judge was 
caught by persons on either 
side. 
D e L o d o v ic o 
began 
mouth-U>-mouth resuscita­ 
tion and pounding Sirica s 
chest. Two doctor« also 
were summoned. On the 
way to the hospital, an 
ambulance 
respirator 
tailed and DeLodovico was 
again called on to provide 
emergency treatment 
Doctors later credited 
the quick treatment with 
keeping enough oxygen 
flowing to Sirica’s brain to 
keep him alive without any 
damage. 
“ The firs t thing 1 
remember, they had me in 
the intensive care unit. I 
remember seeing some 
doctors, then a nurse 
whispered in my ear and 
asked if I knew where 1 
was,” the judge said. 
Sirica said be replied cor­ 
rectly, “ 1 think I am in

University Hospital.” 
Wluie resuming a full 
schedule as an active 
judge. Sirica plans to turn 
down invitations for speak 
ing engagements, at least 
through the end of the 
year He appears healthy, 
speaks clearly and expres­ 
ses a deep interest in 
current affairs, including 
the election campaigns.

In some regards, this is the absurd season 
Congress. 
. _ 
..__ 
Not because of the Hays-Ray matter. Rather 


because so many reform bills are being thrown into 
the hopper to impress the voters at home — or to 
ease the consciences of lawmakers. Almost none 
have a chance of passing in viable fo1™- 
. 
What’s tragic is that some of these bills, resolu­ 
tions and proposed constitutional amendments, 
however poorly written, have noble 
After searching debate and some revision to cor­ 
rect sloppy thinking, the best of the proposals would 
be a credit to any Congress 


Take a resolution proposed by Congressman 


Peter Peyser, (R-N.Y.). It would require that 
chairmen of all House committees step down after 
three Congresses (terms). And would stipulate tha 
committee and subcommittee chairmen be seiecteo 
without regard to seniority. The system would 
begin from scratch once the resolution passed. 
An interesting thought. But dollars to doughnuts 


the measure will never pass 


A constitutional amendment recently put be!on 


the House would limit senators to three terms - or 
18 years — and representatives to five terms 
or 


Id years. The countdown, would not begin, of 
course until the constitutional amendment was 
passed and ratified. And would not count past ser­ 
vice as of that date. 
, 


The aim is to insure the turnover which reportea- 


ly kept early American Congresses lively. But this 
amendment is not likely to win much favor among 
incumbents in either the Senate or House, whose 
members usually prefer to cling to their job»- 
Then there’s the revised S. 495 reported by Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, <D-Conn.) and others. It would 
require the president, vice president, members of 
Congress, U.S. judges, federal employes of grade 
GS 16 and higher, armed forces officers of (Lionel 
and (Navy) Captain rank and up and all those runn­ 
ing for national office, to report in some detail their 
income, gifts received, assets and liabilities, deal­ 
ings in securities, commodities and private 
business each 12 months. And purchase or sale of 
real property. 
, 
. 
The bill provides for special prosecutors for in­ 
vestigation and action on certain federal crimes. 
And for stronger rules on conflict of interest in the 
legal divisions of government. 


Some of these provisions may get through 


perhaps, after emasculation. But this bill will most 
certainly not pass with stringent requirements 
Loopholes will be inserted wide enough to drive a 
fleet of trucks through. 
The list is endless. The gestures, today, are futile 


No senator or representative is going to do anything 
which will hamper is style in getting re-elected. He 
mav put his name on a bill with a flourish, knowing 
nothing will happen. Or knowing that he can quietly 
block delay or amend the measure endlessly in 
committee, or kill it on the Senate or House floor 
with fine sounding “ improvements 


No, the way to congressional reform lies in the 


election of new senators and representatives who 
believe in the changes needed to wipe out the 
Congress s own secret Watergates. 


Here is the sorry point. Everyone talks about the 
presidential races. In most districts we are giving 
little thought to who is running for the Congress.

Therefore, we asked Morgan 
WASHINGTON - After President 
John F. Kennedy was struck down on 
Nov. 22, 1963, the C en tral 
Intelligence Agency received 
evidence suggesting that Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro arranged the 
assassination in retaliation for the 
attempts on his own life. 
Yet sources privy to the secret dis­ 
cussions at the highest levels of the 
CIA during those hectic days now tell 
us that the CIA deliberately withheld 
tlie evidence from the Warren Com­ 
mission 
Our sources cite two reasons for 
holding back this crucial evidence 
One was a resolve to cover up the 
ugly secret that the CIA had enlisted 
Mafia mobsters to kill Castro 
But there was also a legitimate 
concern that the Castro revelations 
might inflame the American people, 
who had just lost a beloved Presi­ 
dent. The grief could have turned 
into a terrible wrath, which might 
have precipitated some rash action 
Only a few key people knew about 
the CIA plot to assassinate Castro. 
One was President Kennedy s 
brother. Robert, who was also his 
personal watchdog over the CIA. It 
has now been established that Robert 
Kennedy was briefed on May 7,1962, 
about the use of underworld killers to 
knock off Castro 
Two days later. Kennedy cautioned 
the CIA not to go ahead with the as­ 
sassination without consulting him. 
As the President s watchdog 
brother, Robert rode herd on the 
QA. It must be awumed. therefore, 
that he was kept advised of the sub­ 
sequent assassination attempts 
However, there is no documentary 
evidence of this. 
The anti-Castro plot was still on 
Kennedy’s mind the following day 
Records now available show that he 
informed then-FBI chief J Edgar 
Hoover of the plot on May 10, 1962. 
Yet neither Kennedy nor Hoover 
later divulged this important Infor­ 
mation to the Warren Commission 
Of course, various CIA officials 
also knew about the assassination 
scheme Not the least of them was 
the late CIA chief Allen Dulles, who 
approved the original plan. He later 
served on the Warren Commission 
Yet be sat silently throughout the in- 


vestigation of the Kennedy assas­ 
sination without mentioning the 
Cuban angle 
Within hours after President Ken­ 
nedy’s death, the U.S. embassy 
cabled information from Mexico City 
suggesting that the Cubans may have 
been behind the assassination Our 
sources say that the GA developed 
similar information in Washington. 
The first person to reach Robert 
Kennedy’s side after the shooting 
was GA director John McCone. who 
remained alone with Robert at his 
McLean, Va., home for nearly three 
hours. All others, including Robert s 
priest, were turned away. 
McCone swore to us that Castro’s 
name was never mentioned during 
the three hours. But CIA records 
show that the next day McCone not 
only mentioned Castro to the new 
President, Lyndon Johnson, but 
briefed him on the information from 
Mexico City. 
Yet incredibly, no one brought the 
Cuban connection to the attention of 
the Warren Commission. We were 
the first to get word of the anti- 
Castro plot to Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, the commission chairman, 
four years later 
We are now free to reveal our role 
in the drama. Two of our confidential 
sources. CIA agent William Harvey 
and mobster John Roseili, are dead. 
A third source, attorney Edward P. 
Morgan, has waived the confiden­ 
tiality we had promised him. 
Morgan told us in January, 1967, 
about the GA-Mafia assassination 
plot against Castro He raised the 
possibility that the plot could have 
backfired against President Ken­ 
nedy. There were suspicious circum­ 
stances, be pointed out, indicating 
that Castro may have learned of the 
attempts on his life and may have 
retaliated against Kennedy. 
Morgan refused to identify his 
sources because it would have 
violated 
the attorney-client 
privilege But he was an attorney of 
such stature that we didn't doubt his 
word. He had been chief inspector of 
the FBI. Then he had directed the 
historic congressional investigation 
of the Pearl Harbor bombing Later, 
he ran the Investigation into the ex­ 
cesses of the late Sen. Joe McCarthy 


Therefore, we asked Morgan to 
repeat the story to our associate th< 
late Drew Pearson, who was a close 
personal friend of Earl Warren. 
Pearson listened carefully and then 
went straight to the Chief Justice 
with the story. On Jan 31, 1967, 
Warren called in Secret Service chief 
James Rowley and asked him to in­ 
vestigate. Rowley passed the buck to 
the FBI. But nothing happened. 
We got Morgan’s permission, 
therefore, to write a cautious story. 
We confirmed the general outlines 
from a CIA source. Then on March 3, 
1967, we wrote that Robert Kennedy 
“ may have approved an assassina­ 
tion plot which then possibly 
backfired against his late brother 
The next day, according to records 
now available, Kennedy s secretary 
called for a copy of the May 7, 1962, 
memo, which summarized the brief­ 
ing be had received on the assassina­ 
tion plot 
On March 7,1967. we reported still 
more details. “ A reported GA plan 
in 1963 to assassinate Cuba's Fidel 
Castro.’’ we wrote, 
. . may have 
resulted in a counterplot by Castro to 
assassinate President Kennedy 
This story finally stirred President 
Johnson into demanding a full report 
from the GA. Afterward. Johnson 
told intimates that he was convinced 
there had been a Cuban conspiracy to 
kill Kennedy. 
Footnote: It was not until January. 
1971, that we were able to put 
together the full story of the plot to 
kill Castro Then, In a series of three 
columns, we named the ClA-Mafla 
plotters and spelled out what they 
had done It took another five years 
before the Senate Intelligence Com­ 
mittee finally confirmed the facts

laws and opposing aU legislation 
governing stale agencies which 
seeks to include the University. 
Basically what Prop 4 would do Is 
require U C. to follow the same com 
peiitive bidding procedures required 
of all other state agencies in 
awarding construction contracts, 
selling and purchasing real property 
and purchasing materials, goods and 
service«. A second provision un­ 
related to the first, merely outlaws 
discrimination 
in admissions 
because of race or religion. 
In what the proposal’s author 
Senator John Stull terms “ the stan­ 
dard smokescreen throw up 
whenever it is suggested that the 
constitutional barriers protecting 


their freedoms be reconstructed“ , 
U.C. President David S Saxon and 
Regent Chairman William K. 
Cobientz contend these provisions 
would somehow violate the con­ 
stitutional Independence from 
political interference, suggesting the 
ballot measure would throw U.C. 
into the political arena 
* That logic provides an exercise in 
menial gymnastics Just how it is 
reasoned that a requirement for 
competitive bidding and/or the bann­ 
ing of racial discrimination in admis 
sions opens U.C. to political in­ 
terference boggles the mind. The 
tews asked to govern these matters 
are the same as already apply, not 
only to aUiOther state agencies but to 
the state colleges as well With more 
campuses and far more students 
they have not argued that laws 
governing the conduct of state agen­ 
cies should not govern them on the 
claim of academic freedom or 
otherwise 
The Legislature appropriates 
hundreds of millions of dollars an 
nually for the support of U C. and it 
is its responsibility to see that those 
tax dollars are expended properly 
Management of U,C. busuiess af­ 
fairs, involving construction and 
purchasing costs and the buying and 
selling of real estate has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the academic

U.C.’s argument against the 
proposal is that it is unoeceaaary 
because “ the Regents now require 
bidding and have a policy against dis­ 
crimination, But they admit excep­ 
tions to the policies are practiced.

Their 
resolution has called TV violence 
“ an environmental hazard 
and 
asked the AM A to declare it “a risk 
factor which threatens the health 
and welfare erf young Americans 
Dr Michael B. Rothenberg. a chiki 
psychiatrist at the University of 
Washington, claims the average 
American youngster will have seen 
18.000 murders on television by the 
time 1» graduates from high school. 
Moreover, Dr. Rotenberg says, the 
standard TV cartoon for children un­ 
der 10 years of age features robbery, 
arson, bombing, forgery, smuggling, 
kidnapping, beating and torture. 
While there is some disagreement 
among the authorities, the experts 
with whom 1 consult are in strong 


agreement that a steady diet of TV 
violence (which is what our kids are 
getting) incites aggressive and an­ 
tisocial behavior. 
The statistics of juvenile crime 
and attacks on teachers are appall 
Ing. I am convinced that this is no 
mere coincidence. 
1 urge all parents to watch what 
your children watch on TV. Insist

DEAR DR LAMB — Two doctors 
tell me 1 have leukopenia but haven t 
done anything for me I’m allergic to 
drugs. I couldn’t find much on 
leukopenia in my medical books. 
Could you tell me what causes 
leukopenia” What, if anything, can 
be done for it” What kind of diet 
should I follow” Can it be cured” 
DEAR READER - In general 
there are red ceils and white cells in 
your bloodstream. The white cells 
are called leukocytes The decrease 
of white cells in leukopenia is usually 
of the cells that increase in number 
when you have an infection These 
are neutrophils so you probably have 
neutropenia, the main form ol 
leukopenia. 
The neutrophils are also called 
granulocytes You may have heard 
the term agranulocytosis which 
means neutropenia, but the term is 
usually reserved for more severe 
iorms. 
The granulocytes are manufac­ 
tured in the bone marrow, then 
released into your bloodstream. You 
may be surprised to learn that the 
average white cell doesn t stay in 
your bloodstream very long 
In a 
short time it migrates out of tlie cir­ 
culation into your body tissues. 


T here a re 20 tim es as many 
granulocytes in your tissues as there 
are in vour circulation 
You also have a reservoir ot white 
cells in your bone marrow V ou have 
15 to 20 times as many mature white 
cells in your bone marrow waiting to 
be released if your body needs them 
If a person develops acuteappen 
dicitis these cells are released sud­ 
denly to combat infection and the 
white count goes up rapidly Measur­ 
ing th e w hite c e lls in your 
bloodstream is only an index of how 
many neutrophils your body may be 
producing 
Your doctors are probably not do­ 
ing any m ore because you are 
probably one of those people wtio 
have a decrease that is not sufficient 
to be important from a health point 
of view A small decrease in cells 
doesn’t seem to make any dif­ 
ference 
When the count is well 
tie low half the usual value seen the 
person may be more prone to infec- 


t l o n s 
.

The white cells are used to fight off 
infection If your count is very low 
then you will need to take precau­ 
tions against developing an infection 
That will include avoiding crowds, 
being careful not to injure yourselt 


and even greater care of your skin to 
avoid pimples and the like A pimple 
in a person with poor defenses 
against mlection can be dangerous I 
doubt this is your problem. 


The cause of the mild cases is un 
known It is sometimes a familial 
characteristic. Severe forms can be 
caused by inadequate bone marrow 
uroduction from actions of drugs, 
chemical solvents, insecticides and a 
host of factors. One aspect of treab 
ment in these cases is elimination of 
the offending drug if possible 
Many drug or chemical induced 
episodes are cured spontaneously 
when the offen d ing a g e n t is 
removed 
I would think that you 
probably don t need anything special 
except to be checked regularly and, 
if need be. to take added precautions 
dgainst infection or to get treatment 
at once with any sign of an infection.

Ram QBs wreck Falcons' party 


ATLANTA (AP) — The Atlanta 
Falcons were poised to celebrate 
th eir 11th anniversary in the 
National Football League Sunday but 
the Los Angeles Rams saw to it that 
the party was shortlived. 
The 53,607 fans in Atlanta Stadium 
were in opening day form on a sunny 
and mild day, roaring at the start at 
anything a red-and-white clad Falcon 
player did 
They cheered punts, kickoffs into 
the end zone, the defense, Los An­ 
geles bobbles, and even cheered for 
the band at halftime. 


But the Rams, who played the con­ 
genial guest for 30 minutes, decided 
to have no more of the festivities and 
came out smoking in the second half 
to whip the Falcons 30-14 in a NFL 
opener. 
Quarterback Ron Jaworski ran for 
one touchdown and threw a 19-yard 
scoring pass to Harold Jackson for 
another, while running backs 
Lawrence McCutcheon and John 
Cappelletti each rushed for more 
than 100 yards 
Pat Haden, who replaced the in­ 
jured Jaworski late in the third 


period, hurled only one pass, a 47- 
yard strike to Ron Jessie for the 
touchdown that made it a rout. 
Comerback Monte Jackson wrapped 
up LA’s scoring with a 47-yard in­ 
terception return of a wayward 
Steve Bartkowski pass. 
Atlanta scored in the second period 
on Bartkowski's one-yard sneak for a 
7-6 halftime lead but could manage 
only a meaningless 50-yard TD on a 
screen pass from Bartkowski to 
Buba Bean in the closing minutes. 
“We didn’t really get anything 
going,” said Atlanta Coach Marion 


Campbell, whose Falcons began 
NFL play 11 years and one day ago. 
“We had a flicker in the early go­ 
ing but could not follow it up,” he 
said 
“Our mistakes killed us In the first 
half,” said Los Angeles Coach Chuck 
Knox, whose Rams are aiming for a 
fourth consecutive NFL West crown.

3-6, 7-6, 
6-4. and when it was over. Connors 
had sweet revenge against those who 
branded him an also-ran after his 
second-place finishes at Wimbledon, 
the Australian championships and 
the Open last year 
“ I wanted to win here to keep you 
people from bringing up 1975,” he 
shouted at newsmen. “I’ll come back 
next year so you guys can say I 
haven t won anything since 1976 You 
always say 1 didn t win the big ones 
last year. But there are more big 
ones than just Wimbledon and Forest 
Hills 
“ If the sun rose and set just on 
W imbledon ami Forest Hills, a lot of 
guys wouldn t even get a tan " 
Sunday's match began in bnght. 
iate afternoon sunshine and ended 
under the lights at the West Side Ten­ 
nis Club. It was a curious contest, 
full of errors by both players. There 
was no tempo No one really took 
command. In the end it was the 
third-set tiebreaker that determined 
the outcome 
Connors and Borg split the first 
two sets and broke each other almost 
at will as the third set went to 6-6, 
Borg missed several opportunities to 
win the tiebreaker as Connors fought 
off four set points. He saved the first 
one with a short volley and the se­ 
cond one with a stinging forehand 
down the line. 
At 7-8 he raced to net and smashed 
an overhead and at 8-9 he did it 
again. Finally Connors drove a back­ 
hand shot past Borg and watched as 
the Swede hit a forehand wide to win 
11-9 Borg never recovered 
“ He should have won the 
tiebreaker.” said Connors, * and 
when he didn t it was a big boost for 
me It was also a little bit of a let­ 
down for him.” 
“When 1 lost the tiebreaker I was a 
littie disappointed,” said Borg. 
“Twice he made unbelievable shots. 
You want to win it so badly. You 
have to be lucky to win it and i didn t 
have luck on my side. 
“At the beginning of the fourth set 
1 was still thinking about it.” 
Connors broke Borg s serve in the 
fifth game of the final set when the 
Swede batted a backhand into the net 
and then whacked a forehand long. 
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Connors had only to hold serve for 
the match and he did. 
“I was very surprised he played so 
well,” said Borg, calm and expres- 
sionaless even in defeat “This is the 
best he's played against me.” 
The final day of play brought out 
16.253 fans. Most of them were 
rooting for Borg, but Connors got 
some support from the gallery as the 
match progressed and he was 
pleased. He is used to having the 
crowd in the other guy’s comer. 
“It was a difficult crowd to play in 
front of.” he said, “but I think the 
people enjoyed it. They saw the best 
tennis they re going to see The peo­ 
ple here are used to basketball and 
hockey and football They want to 
see biood and I don't want to give 
them any of mine.
